Failure of the city of Coiv thus to 
make needed improvements at the city 
garbage reduction plant on the South 
side, is forcing residents of that sec­ 
tion of the city to endure vile odors 
which emanate from 
the plant, and 
these conditions are being used by 
real estate men to argue against the 
sale of property in that section, there­ 
by preventing proper development. 
This, in brief, is the opinion of two 
committees of the South 
Side < ivie 
association which have conducted a 
six months’ investigation of conditions 
a t the disposal plant. 
The civic as­ 
sociation will 
submit its 
report 
to 
council and demand that the condi­ 
tions be alleviated. 
The health com­ 
mittee, in charge of Dr. E. E. Smith, 
Parsons and 
Whittier avenues, 
and 
the special garbage plant committee, 
headed by Dr. C. E. 
W orkman, 1156 
Ja e g e r street, president of the asso­ 
ciation, have conducted the survey. 
According to the 
report the com­ 
mittees fin i that 
the stench 
which 
covers an area between Hartm an iarm 
and Beck street is caused solely bj, 
the unsanitary conditions at the dis­ 
posal plant.

is open, 
according to the committee 
and the 
plant is in a run down condition, due 
to a fire which damaged it four years 
ago. 
No repairs have been made to 
the plant since that time, the commit­ 
tee avers. 
The committee 
wijl demand 
that 
councilmen commit themselves on the 
matter of removing the nuisance, i he 
South Side is suffering, the associa­ 
tion contends, because real estate men 
are using the odor as a selling argu­ 
ment against locating in that district. 
New engineering processes of a tem­ 
porary nature will relieve the condi­ 
tion for the present, but a perman­ 
ent plant is necessary eventually, it 
jt contended.
